AT 
LAST. 


A t last we are enabled to record a 
triu m p h 
of 
justice 
in 
San Francisco. 
W heeler, who strangled his sister-in-law 
an d jiacked her body in a trunk, has been 
convicted of m urder in the tirst degree by 
a ju ry who were only out one hour. 
The 
defense in this case was. as usual, insanity, 
b u t th e counsel could only suggest th at the 
deliberation and coolness w ith which the 
crim e had been perpetrated proved the 
m urderer to have ’-cen m ad. 
T his was al­ 
together too th in a theory, and the jury 
evidently had no doubts as to th eir duty. 
T h e m urder was a particularly cold-blooded 
an d atrocious one, and the m urderer does 
n o t appear to have shown th e least trace of 
com punction or remorse to this hour. 
To 
have disagreed in such a plain case would 
have been alm ost as disgraceful to th e jury 
as to have acquitted the defendant, b u t af­ 
te r th e experience th a t has been had of 
San Francisco juries it cannot be said th at 
m uch surprise would have been felt in 
eith er event. 
I t is to be hoped now' th at 
nothing will be allowed to interfere w ith 
th e prom pt execution of th e sentence of 
th e C ourt. 
W hen a m urderer has been 
condem ned to die the sooner he is dead the 
b etter, and if any moral effect is to be had 
from the punishm ent of this abominable 
crim e it ought to be m ade ás speedy as pos­ 


sible.

THOMAS 
CARLYLE. 


Thom as Carlyle is dead, a t the age of 
S6. 
Few characters as strange have passed 
over the w orld’s stage in m odern tim es, or 
left th eir impress upon literature. 
He 
was intended for th e church, b ut after a 
prolonged m ental struggle, during which 
the foundation was laid of th a t chronic 
dyspepsia which torm ented him ceaselessly 
thenceforw ard, 
and which undoubtedly 
had much to do w ith the pessim ist phil­ 
osophy of w hich he subsequently became 
the exponent, he decided to devote himself 
to literature. 
H e first acquired 
fame 
through th e strange w ork en titled “ Sar- 
“ to r R esartus,” which was refused by 
all th e London publishers, and finally ap ­ 
peared in Frazer’s Magazine. 
M uch of his 
best w ork was p u t into this book, which, 
despite 
its eccentricities 
of 
style and 
chaotic confusion of th e sublim e and the 
grotesque, took a strong hold upon the 
judgm ent of th e reading public. 
A bout 
the sam e tim e he was opening to English 
readers th e then unknow n region of G er­ 
man 
literature, 
by 
his 
translation of 
G oethe's W ilhelm M eister, and his essays 
on and 
translations 
of 
other G erm an 
authors. 
H is principal w ork in later life 
was the H istory of the French Revolution, 
th e L etters and Speeches of O liver Crom ­ 
well, the Life of Frederic th e G reat, and 
Heroes and H ero W orship. 
H e w rote a 
life of Schiller w hich was not very good, 
and a life of Sterling w hich ju stly ranks 
as 
one 
of 
th e 
beat 
biographies 
in 
the language. 
Resides these w orks his 
essays form several 
volumes, 
w hile in 
C hartism , P ast and Present, and Latter- 
Day Pam phlets, he reached the extrem e 
of th a t hopeless and vituperative tem per 
in which he had learned to view alm ost 
every m anifestation of m odern society. 
Of the power and ability of his principal 
w orks there can be no tw o opinions, but 
never w ere qualities and dispositions so 
discordant 
joined 
iu th e same w riter 
before. 
Iu his historical w orks, viz : the 
French 
R evolution, 
O liver 
Crom w ell’s 
L etters, and Frederick 
the G reat, the 
most exhaustive and painstaking research 
are exhibited. 
He ransacked the archives 
of m any countries for his facts, and he 
hunted new views w ith the scent and 
keenness of a bloodhound. 
B ut iu w riting 
his narrative he perpetually broke aw ay 
from the m atter in hand, and burst out in 
w ild poetical excursions, w hile the events 
he 
recorded 
appeared, 
after 
passing 
through th e alem bic of his mind, w rapped 
in 
a 
lurid 
halo, 
or 
obscured 
by 
darkest clouds. 
H e said th a t the French 
Revolution a p p e a re d to him to be “ a 
“ m ighty tru th , clad in bell-fire,” and this 
expression indicates th e peculiar fram e of 
m ind in w hich he dealt w ith history gen­ 
erally. 
H is philosophy was uot only pessim istic 
bu t pagan and m edieval. 
H e could see 
no good or hope in modern society. 
Above 
all he hated th e dem ocratic tendency in all 
its forms. He was a passionate, even an ex­ 
travagant adm irer of despotism . N ever had 
the policy of Blood and Iron so bold and 
uncomprom ising a cham pion. 
Force was 
his d eity ; not physical b u t m ental force, 
though in his later years he evinced a fond­ 
ness for m ere anim al power, as iilustrated 
iu th e old m uscular pirates of Norseland. 
H e believed and tau g h t th a t the masses of 
men were lit only to be led—or, b etter 
still, driven ; and he reverenced only such 
as had shown th eir ability to be the drivers. 
There never was a worse king in m odern 
tim es, or a more thoroughly detestable 
man, th an Frederick W illiam of Prussia, 
the father of F rederick the G reat. 
H e was 
a truculent, ferocious, 
brutal, drunken 
ruffian, who never in his whole life showed 
one am iable quality, who was cruel and 
harsh especially to his own family, and 
who was odious in every way. H im Carlyle 
has dealt w ith so as to m ake it evident 
th a t the arrogance and tyran n y of the man 
outw eighed as virtues all his defects. 
In 
th e sam e w ay he has apotheosized th e 
coarse and drunken butcher, D anton, and 
has eulogized M irabeau and his execrable 
old father as p attern s of m anly excellence. 
H e has also found justification for Crom ­ 
w ell’s m ost indefensible deeds, aud has 
elevated 
th a t ruler upon 
a 
pinnacle 
which we doubt the w illingness of poster­ 
ity to render enduring. 
To a th in k e r so penetrated w ith con­ 
tem pt for th e capacity of th e masses to 
govern them selves, and who despised free­ 
dom so heartily, it is not strange th a t the 
ever-growing tendency of modern civiliza­ 
tion 
tow ards 
democracy should 
have 
seemed 
the 
sym ptom of 
fatal disease. 
A nd so he 
regarded and 
treated 
it. 
T hroughout all his late works there runs 
a despairing protestagainst popular govern­ 
ment, accompanied w ith the fiercest and 
m ost merciless sarcasm s upon th e results of 
all experim ents in th a t direction. 
H is 
last political paper was entitled “ Shooting 
“ N iagara,” and in it he reached the con­ 
clusion th a t England anil A m erica were 
running a race to the Devil, and th a t all 
the barriers betw een those countries and 
anarchy were beiDg throw n down. 
H is m anner of w riting was peculiar to 
himself. 
W hen w riting- w h at he * was 
pleased to call history he condescended to 
reason at tim es, though even then his 
R em brandtesqne style so changed th e ap­ 
pearance of 
things th a t they 
became 
scarcely recognizable. B ut when he launched 
himself into a discussion of existing con­ 
ditions he sim ply declaim ed, aud he never 
paused to pick his phrases w hen assailing 
a pet abuse. 
Few authors of eminence 
have ever transgressed th e decencies of 
controversy more frequently. 
He abused 
his opponents in th e language of Billings­ 
gate. 
Those whom he disliked he detested 
m ost virulently, 
while those whom he 
liked could do no wrong in his eves. 
I t is 
impossible to draw a life-like p ortrait of 
one who was essentially an anomaly. 
He 
combined the disposition of a B erserkir w ith 
th e habits of a m etaphysician and the tem ­ 
peram ent of a poet. 
No man took more 
pains to get his facts r ig h t; and no man 
ever used those facts more recklessly when 
he had collected them . 
In m ost respects 
he was a t odds w ith the spirit of his age. 
H e had no belief in the perfectibility of 
the hum an race. 
H e hated and despised 
political economy, which he was never 
tired 
of 
decrying 
as 
“ the 
Dismal 
“ Science,” or “ th e gospel according to 
“ M cC row dy.” 
H e was the sw orn foe of 
popular freedom and popular progress as 
understood in these tim es. 
H e held th at 
the only way to redeem m ankind was 
to raise up strong and pitiless taskm asters 
who w ould drill and discipline and flog and 
force every one to work. 


A ud yet it m ast be said th a t very few 


ci .< . a .c s - . a i a g r e a te r in flu en c e upon 


th eir contem poraries th an Carlyle, and th a t 
for the m ost part th e influence so exerted 
has been wholesome. 
H ow th is conld be 
is n ot difficult to show. 
The extravagance 
of his hostility to th e dem ocratic tendencies 
of the tim e could do little harm , because 
the tendencies grew out of changes in the 
conditions of Eociety which were far too 
pow erful to be arrested or checked. 
B ut 
Carlyle preached a gospel of earnestness 
and industry and sincerity which operated 
as a salutary tonic. 
H e tau g h t th a t the 
first d u ty of every m an was to do the work 
th a t lay ready to his hand, and to do it 
w ith all his m ight, no m atter w hether it 
was sm all or great. 
H e tau g h t th e great­ 
ness of independence and self-reliance and 
self-help, 
and 
he w arned 
his 
hearers 
against th e dangers of insincerity and 
demagogism anil cant, w hich do unques­ 
tionably appertain 
to dem ocratic move­ 
m ents. 
H e held a sort of pagan variety 
of w hat has been called M uscular C hris­ 
tianity. He was not fettered by any creed, 
b u t for him th e Im m ensities and th e E ter­ 
nities served th e purpose 
which w ith 
Charles K ingsley a very “ personal’ God an­ 
swered. 
A nd even those who perceived m ost 
clearly th e u tte r fallacy of his principal 
articles of belief, were fascinated and en­ 
thralled by the singular charm s of 
his 
w riting. 
For, despite th e involved and 
affected style w hich seems to have been to 
him an unfortunate legacy from his Germ an 
studies, a powerful vein of poetry runs 
through all his books, and a descriptive 
force th e like of which has seldom or never 
been seen. 
H is French Revolution and 
Frederic the G reat abound w ith inim itable 
pictures, w hich live in th e m em ory beyond 
any ordinary verbal narrative.- 1 lis shadows 
are black as m idnight, aud his lights are 
blinding flashes of the levin, while in 
the foreground his deified heroes perform 
th eir feats w ith exaggerated passion aud 
power. 
B ut iu this talent he has no equal 
aud, indeed, r,o parallel, and when to 
these alm ost trem endous pictures is added 
the alternately m ournful and denunciatory 
explication of th e w riter, the effect pro­ 
duced is alike w ierd and fascinating. 
C arlyle had little or nothing in common 
w ith his century. 
H e was as a man 
“ born out of due tim e,” and he seemed to 
th in k th a t his mission was to deplore and 
protest against and denounce the abom ina­ 
ble obstinacy and w ickedness of a world 
which had ceased to believe iu the divine 
right of kings, aud w hich objected more 
and more every year to tyranny in all its 
shapes. 
A s a counselor th e Sage of Chel­ 
sea is not to be recom mended, nor is his 
philosophy either a rational or a whole­ 
some one ; b u t to those who can separata 
th e w heat from th e chaff, aud who can 
avail them se'ves of his stu rd y aud elo­ 
quent advocacy of earnestness and simple 
industry, his w orks will ever he precious 
aud valued. 
As th e unsparing enem y of 
( 'ant in all its protean forms, as the apostle 
of m anliness anil directness, as th e op­ 
ponent of sham s w herever found, he will 
be rem em bered and read and quoted long 
after his theory of governm ent by force 
has been forgiven, and his ideas of des­ 
potic heroism have been quietly consigned 
to oblivion.

C. Black’s grocery st< re, S. Strauss’ clothing 
store, Scott’s grocery store and E . W . W heel­ 
er’s fancy baz lar were entered and large 
amounts of goods of all ki da taken, such as 
coffee, tobacco, groceries if all kimls, and a 
large assortm ent of fancy articles, including 
jewelry, table and pocket cutlery-, music 
boxes, traveling bags, etc. 
These bags were 
from W heeler’s place. 
On last Friday even­ 
ing the Chief of Police oi Sacramento airived 
iu San Jose, and, from information given by 
him, the officers vjjited the residence of H arry 
M ody, on N inth street, where they found an 
immense quantity of goods, stolen from each 
of the several places named, and also some 
other things which none ol the gentlemen 
mentioned as robbed 
identify as 
theirs. 
Young Moody wa* a t once arrested and is 
now in jail. 
The whole affair has been kept 
perfectly quiet, for reasons best known to the 
police and the parties interested. 
Young 
Moody is a son of Charles Moody of this 
city, one of our most respected citizens, and 
a member of the firm of Moody Bros., mill­ 
ers of this city. 
H arry Moody is about 24 
years of age, aud has a wile aud child, 
lie 
states th at these goods were brought to him 
by a person and left for storage, he not being 
acquainted with the fact th at they were 
stolen. 
A fter the police removed the goods 
found, search w arrants were issued to Scott 
and W heeler, who found other articles of 
various kinds stowed away in 
drawers, 
cupboards and other 
places 
throughout 
Moody’s house. 
W heeler states to your re­ 
porter th at only about one-third of his goods 
were iu Moody’s [ ossession at the time of the 
arrest, which would indicate th at a division 
of apolla had been made by the burglars be­ 
fore the things were deposited at M oody’s 
house. 
I t is stated th at two persons in 
prison at Sacramento quarreled about the 
m atter of half a dollar, and the quarrel led 
to the revelation to the Chief oi Police of 
these burglaries aud w here the goods could 
be found. 
Every one connected with the 
affair is very reticent, refusing all informa­ 
tion. 
Among tho.-e acquainted w ith the 
facts it is sincerely hoped that Mr. Moody 
m ay te able to absolve himself from the 
crime, both on account of his connections, 
which are of the highest iu San Jose, of his 
young wife and child and of his hitherto un­ 
tainted good name.

4. The New W orld region which were sep- 
ated during the eocene and miocene periods, 
b u t were connected later during the plio­ 
cene and postpliocene periods by stretches 
of land over which m igrations could take 
place. 
D uring th e eocene and miocene 
periods, therefore, th e anim al m igrations 
were lim ited, ju st as at present, by the 
existence of tw o oceans, and could only 
take place upon the surface of the conti­ 
nents chiefly in the direction of the m e­ 
ridians.

As he was passing at night near the Custom­ 
house, some party unknown sprang upon him 
from behind and endeavored to trip him up. 
Another drew a pistol and fired one shot at 
him, the ball going through the lappel of his 
coat. 
Benson was unable to glean an idea of 
who the villains were owing to the darkness, 
but he believed them to have been Indians. 
By direction of Captain Glass, commander 
of the Jam estow n, Lieutenant Benson has 
arrested three Russians and two white men 
for distilling hoochenoo. 
H e captured their 
appliances and tools for distilling, and de­ 
stroyed all the mash and liquor found. These 
men, under charge of Lieutenant Hanna, are 
aboard the California, en route to Portland 
for trial before Judge Deadv. 
On the morning of the 25th Captain Glass 
planned and perfected the most successful 
and effectnal raid th at has ever been made 
upon the Indian villages. 
A force of marines 
were sent back of the village to prevent any 
escapes, and three landings were made upon 
the beach. 
Over 200 stills and 1,500 gallons 
of mash and liquor were destroyed, besides 
innumerable wt rmg and other apparatus 
seized. 
Everything in the shape of liquor 
was destroyed, the Indians offering no resist­ 
ance, and in many instances turning in­ 
formers on their friends. 
The raid was 
m asterly planned and skillfully executed. 
The m erchants of Sitka have adopted a reso­ 
lution not to import any more molasses or 
Sandwich Islands sugar, from which h*o- 
chenoo is made. 
There are 60,000 feet of lumber in Sitka 
waiting shipment to the Takou mines. 
A steam launch, under command of Lieu­ 
tenant Rockwell, was te leave on the 26th 
for Takou for surveying purposes. 
The 
mining districts will probably be surveyed 
and properly located. 
Captain Glass insures 
protection to all original locations against 
jumpers. 
There are eight cabins built at 
Takou. 
The snow is very deep. 
A road is 
being cut through to the quartz mines. 
In 
the recent storms near Takou two canoes, 
containing thirty Indians, were swamped and 
all of them lost. 
The California left Sitka on the 25th.

The wharves and ware­ 
houses are suffering considerably. 
One of 
Johnson & Em igh’s large grain warehouses 
has settled several feet, entirely submerging 
the lower tier of sacks. 
This will destroy up­ 
ward of 100 tons of wheat. 
The weather thi3 
evening is clear and cool, with the breeze 
steady from the west.

Effects of the Flood—Destruction of Prop­ 
erty Amounting to Millions 
of Dollars. 


The Relief Committee from the Legisla 
ture, which went down the river with the 
st'am er Enterprise on Saturday morning, re­ 
turned the same evening. 
The trip down was 
made by way of Courtland, thence down Old 
river to W alnut Grove, between Grand and 
Andrus islands, past IsIetoD, Rio Vi-it a and 
Emmatnn, a distance below Sacramento of 
sixty miles, and coming back by way of 
Steam boat Slough. 
They report the suffer­ 
ing as having been great among the people 
along the river and sloughs by reason of the 
H wd, but they had been provided for before 
their arrival by small boats from different 
points, with which they were taken to the 
rCLUiar steamers. 
They found that the lower 
river country was quite well provided with 
means of transpi-station for the removal of 
stock which was still remaining. 
Assemblyman J . E. Baker of the commit­ 
tee states th at the entire country bordering 
upon the river, from Sacramento C ity to the 
month of the Sacramento river, is one vast 
scene of water and desolation ; houses floated 
away, stock drowned, orchards destroyed, 
and tbe fruits of ainn-st a lifetime blasted, 
aud the prospective tax-rolls of Sacramento, 
Yolo, Solano, San Joaquin aud Contra Costa 
counties reduced many millions of dollars. 
Hundreds of the best citizt-ns are made bauk- 
rupt, aud not only unable to resume the work 
of reclamation, but many of them will have 
to be aided until the water has receded, and 
until they can laise a crop. 
M any of them 
have lost their all. 
No people were found exposed to imme­ 
diate personal danger from the high water, 
although many houses were seen th at had 
been deserted aud others destroyed. 
The 
committee found that the different steamboat 
companies were d-iiog alliu their power to save 
the property of these people, aud th at they 
c -uld tender 
no 
assistance by retaining 
the steam er which they had chartered, aud 
hence they released it. 
Mr. Baker says that 
along the Sacramento river, upon both sides 
from this city to Suisun bay, he thinks 
there is 


NOT SIX ACRES OF LAND OUT OF WATER, 
Including all the little garden spots in front of 
bouses which stand upon artificial mounds. 
The little mounds in front of residences 
along the river, upon which there had been 
bestowed a great deal of care in planting 
shrubbery anu ornamental trees, are now oc­ 
cupied by cattle and hogs as the only place 
where they can stand to keep from drowning. 
A t Senator Johnston’s residence there is a 
very bad break, directly in front of his house. 
The water is pouring in a perfect torrent, 
aud strikes against the side of the mound 
upon which his house is built, and rendering it 
very liable to be cut away aud his house and 
buildings destroyed. 
There are scarcely auy 
levees left from this city to Suisun Bay. 
A t 
C ourtland there is onlyoin hotel and store 
left standing, and it is only with considerable 
care th at the wharf has been retained. 
From 
Courtlaud to W alnut Grove the water wa3 
almost unobstructed over the levies and into 
the fine orchards, which are uow standing iu 
tiiree 
to 
five feet 
of 
water. 
A por­ 
tion of tbe buildings upon the 
prem ­ 
ises of the late John V. Sharp have been 
carried away. 
The levees upon 
Andrus 
aud B rannan I-Iands are nearly all gone. 
The town of Isleton is under water, tire 
wharf is submerged to a depth of two and 
one-half feet and the town to a depth of four 
or five feet. 
M r. Baker thinks a heavy wind 
at present, from almost any direction, would 
utterly 


DESTROY THE TOWN W ITHIN TWELVE HOURS. 
A t /tile ’s Landing the wharf is the only 
thing above water, and th a t is but just in 
sight. 
This was covered with teams, wav ns 
and farming implements belonging to Mr. 
Baker and his partner. 
The water was ruu- 
tiing rapidly through the ltvce underneath 
the wharf, aud the whole trembled under 
influences of the current and was liable to go 
out at any time. 
A t Euim aton the extensive levee improve­ 
ments made iast Summer are all swept away 
and the entire island is tilled level with the 
tops of tbe levee. 
Mr. Baker found, upon arriving at his 
home, th at three families had taken up 
quartets at his house, their own homes hav­ 
ing beeu carried away or in danger. 
The 
large warehouse at Em m aton is iu a pre 
carious condition and likely to go at any 
time. 
All the lower part of Rio V ista is under 
water. The warehouse of Johnston & Emigh 
has sunk out of position, and the grain has 
been removed to schooners. 
Upon Grand 
island the levees for a distance of some seven 
miles from the lower end are entirely g.-re, 
and over all of the island, except a small dis­ 
tance back of the levee at the upper end, the 
water is level with the river. 
A body of 
water from Cache slough some three miles in 
width pours across Steam boat slough with a 
fall of from 12 to IS inches, stopping the cur­ 
rent in Steam boat slough and forcing the 
water across Grand island, and then across 
Did 
river and Andrus i.-land, and thence 
iuto the §an Joaquin river. 
There is no 
current in Steamboat, slough except this ero-s 
current, and it is the opinion of Mr. B: ker 
th at this volume running across from Cache 
slouah over to Andrus islar d has caused a 
backing up of the water at this city of from 
two to three feet in bight. 
The wharf at 
W alker's Landing is fl -ating, and a portion 
of the large store and hotel is destroy'd. 
From that point to this city on the west side 
of the river as far as the eye can reach it Í3 
one immense waste of water and destruction. 
M any farm-houses have disappeared, to­ 
gether with other buildings, fences and trees, 
and not a square foot of land is to be seen 
except hete and there a small artificial 
mound, upon which some of the houses have 
been built. 


CONDITION ABOVE THE CITY. 
The steam er Governor D ana went up the 
river about eight miles, Saturday night, to 
Cowles’ ranch, for eighty head of cattle be­ 
longing to Odeil & Sons, batchers of this city, 
and also brought down several horses belong­ 
ing to Sheehan Bros. 
The Cowles ranch is one of the- highest or 
most elevated of any along the river, but is 
entirely submerged with the exception of a 
sum'll plot in froi-t of the house and immedi 
ately along- a portion of the levee. 
The levee 
in tront, of toe ranch remains yet unbroken, 
and the stock was driven upon the steamer 
w ithout m uch difficulty. 
A tem porary cor­ 
ral railing was built around the edge of the 
steam er to make it available for the purpose 
of carrying live stock. 
A fter tbe cattle had 
been loaded, the}- proceeded to Bentley’s 
ranch for the horses, but here the condition of 
affairs was fouud to be very much worse. The 
ranch is entirely overflowed, and the horses, 
which wore in a barn, had sought refuge from 
the torrent which was coursing through it 
by climbing upon a low stack of hay which 
was upon the floor, and even a t the highest 
place they ccuid find, the w ater was up 
to their knees, and they were apparently wait­ 
ing in despair fur some one to save them. 
This picture of last resort was increased in 
its impressiveness by finding all the chickens 
belonging upon the ranch roosting upon the 
horses’ backs to keep out of water, and in a 
bewildered and famishing condition. 
A feel­ 
ing of fellowship, it seemed, between the 
poultry and horses had sprung out of the 


DESPERATION OF THE SITUATION, 
The barn was nearly half a mile from tbe 
levee, and the party sailed iu small boats to 
and into the barn and stood in the boats 
while they put halters upon the horses. 
The 
horses a t first seemed loth to leave their high 
position to venture upon a wade outside, but 
were ied in tow behind the boatB to the 
steamer, the water in many places being 
almost to the tops of their backs. 
A fter the 
steamer was loaded there was still a large 
amount of all kinds of stock along the levee 
in th at vicinity, which the owners are trying 
to have taken to a place of safety, but have 
thus far been unable to get a steamer or any 
way provided to do so. 
From Bentley's 
ranch nearly down to the city there is to be 
seen stock of 
all 
kinds star ding along 
on the pieces of levees which remain— 
the only places not covered by water—and 
with no one near them, and without anything 
to eat. 
In many places the ground upon 
which they have thus taken refuge has become 
soft and miry, and thus standing partially 
submerged, without food, and in this deplor­ 
able condition, mutely await tbe pity of man 
or the final end. 
Horses are even eating the 
limbs and bark from the trunks of tbe trees, 
where there are any to be found within reach. 
The chickens ar.d turkeys belonging at the 
farm houses along the river are all perched 
in trees, and with most of them no land is in 
sight. 
A short distance above the English 
break a family was found on a piece of levee 
which remained. 
They were c-.-oking a meal 
and making the best of it, but had no means 
of shelter nor place to sleep. 
A SIMILAR SCENE OF WASTE 
And desolation exists to the upper end of the 


Sacram ento valley, and many who have here­ 
tofore bravely retrieved ihsir losses from 
Hoods, are now disheartened, and feel like 
abandoning all further efforts. 
W ith m any, 
horses, barns and stock are all gone, and all 
crops and prospects for tbe season are swept 
away with them. 
Tne party state th at the mound and high 
ground just about 
M ike B ryte’s barn is 
the only secure place th at was seen for stock 
during their trip up the river. 
The English 
break dam is repotted as still in sound con­ 
dition, aud there i- some levee between that 
point aud W ashington, but practically the 
levees are all gone cm both sides of the river, 
and for an unknown distance up the river. 
There are still portions standing iu places, 
but the breaks are so numerous and extensive 
th at the river flows at will upon the plains 
and low lands on either side, the drainage into 
which has become so general th at there is 
but little current down the river, and there­ 
fore the river is doing b ut a small amount of 
work towards carrying off the flood waters. 
The party who 
came down upon tie 
steamer stale th at the flood from the A m eri­ 
can river forces itself directly across the 
Sacram ento a t the place of their confluence, 
and pours th r ugh the Hoagland and Tod- 
hunter break into the tules back of W ash­ 
ington. 
They also state th at this crossing cf 
the S icrarnento by the current from the 
American hacks up the w ater of the former, 
aud th at the flood wo- d actually floats no 
stream from ju st above th at point to tho 
break a t 51 ike B ryte’s, and passes off in th at 
direction. 
As an evidence of the force of the water as 
it sweeps over the lands from the breaks, 
M r. Moore, a rancher, near Bentley’s, say» 
th at when he saw a flood was coming, aud 
before the levee gave away, he chained his 
wagon and mowing machine t > au oak tree. 
A short time after the levees broke this tree 
was torn up by the roots w ith tiie current, 
and together w ith the wagon and iron mow­ 
ing machine, swept into the titles. From this 
may be formed some idea of the power with 
which the river lands are being sw o t over, 
and how little resistance wooden buddings 
and fences and other structures will offer it, 
and how few of these wiil be fouud when the 
flood waters cease. 


THE SCENE AT WASHINGTON 
Is most glooming and distressing. No kv , e 
remains 
except 
along the 
front of the 
town, and the wat, r stands ibo t th n e 
feet 
high 
upon 
the 
inside 
of 
this. 
The water is i ouring in without the lea-t 
obstruction from about ten rods beyond 
W ashington Point to the farther end of 
where the new Todhunter levee was, and 
there is but here and there a small piece of 
embankm ent left for miles above. 
The cur­ 
rent is not as rapid as it has been in W ash­ 
ington, as the w ater has become as high in 
the town, into a foot or fifteen inches, as it 
is in the river, but it is still strong and dan­ 
gerous much of the way even for boating. 
The nearest current to the front levee is 
along the first street west of it, and down 
this the water runs like a miil-race, and is 
over all fences and up to or above the middle 
of the windows of the lower stories of the 
houses. 
Buildings have been swept away as fol­ 
lows : John Hoagland, two story bouse, barn 
aud other buildings; John Buchanan, bouse 
and buildings; J I n Iiam ey, hous , barn 
and out-buildings; Jam es Glenn, a house ; 
A. M cIntosh, hou»e ; W illiam Wilson, house 
and out-building ; Robert M urray, house and 
buildings; E dw ard Short, house, barn and 
store-house; Captain Hodgsdon, a 
tenant 
house, part of it carried away, and the re­ 
mainder turned around and settled in the 
mud. 
Frederick Preston’s house is still 
standing, w ith w ater running iu at the win­ 
dows, but store room, wood-shed and other 
out-bouses and fence are gone. 
M artin Hal- 
loran, outbuildings gone, but bouse remains, 
partly submerged. 
Some buildings located 
on low ground are 


SUBMERGED TO NEARLY TIIE EAVES, 
W hile others have been lifted from their 
foundations and carried to other localities, or 
have gone to pieces and floated away in de­ 
tail. 
A large portion of the houses remain­ 
ing have been deserted as a m atter of safety, 
if ro t of necessity, and numerous families 
which a few' days ago were surrounded with 
all home comforts and er.j lyment are now 
made homeless and 
iu absolute w ant of 
shelter and tem porary aid. 
W ith m any not 
only their homes are gone or submerged, but 
their 
furniture, bedding and clothing is 
also carried away or ruine i. 
The water now 
covers the railroad track to w ithin two 
blocks of the railroad bridge, and this piece 
of high ground or embankm ent is largely 
covered with horses, cattle, furniture and f- 
fects which have been brought away with 
boats from houses which have gone to pieces 
or are abandoned. 
The end of the levee beyond the P oint was 
canraeed on Saturday, to prevent its cutting 
this way any further, but it did not stand, 
and was soon carried off with a large piece of 
the end of the embankment, aud no further 
efforts have been made to save it. 
There are no further breaks below the 
bridge, and the river fell considerably yester­ 
day, .so th a t they h ive hnpts th at the most of 
the front levee will remain. 
There was a 
great throng of people crossing the bridge to 
and fro all day, as the desolatioi and scenes 
of the place rendered it the ciiief object of in­ 
terest. 
A PERILOUS SITUATION. 
Y esterday afternoon P a t Fay, W m . Woods, 
•las. Glenn and Edw ard Short started in a 
boat to get some poultry that had taken up 
quarters in P a t F ay ’s house, located imme­ 
diately in front of the Hoagland and Fay 
break, and about five rods back of where tue 
levee st iod before it was sw ept away. 
They 
ran their boat between the levee line and 
building, aud let it drift down against the 
porch. 
The current v.-:,.s o strong th at in 
getting ont of the boat it capsized, and in an 
instant went out under the porch aud down 
stream, leaving them monarch* uf all they 
surveyed, bu t w ithout any way of changing 
their location, and with fifteen or eighteen 
feet of raging water passing beneath then 
as the house stood on apiigb .frame. 
The 
house was held in its position by being lashed 
to some small trees close by. 
A fter standing 
on the porch f r a few m inutes the whole 
building commenced to sway back and forth, 
and crack in all its parts, and water was run 
t.ing over the porch floor, A sa means of safety 
all four of them 
jumped into a small 
tree standing close to tire porch, and secured 
themselves in the branches and bugged the 
trunk for dear life, a t lhe same tim e making 
their situation known by tailing for help. 
The house was lashed to the tree, and fear­ 
ing it would be drawn down with the house 
one of them cut the rope to let the house go. 
By this tim e there was great excitement at 
the end of the levee nearest to the me.i and 
in the upper p art of town. 
W ord was sent 
to the families of the imprisoned men, and a 
report was also circulated th at two of them 
were drowned. 
Their wives aiid f ■ ¡i■: 1 i - 
were soon at tbe end of the levee, and almost 
frantic.

AN EXCITING SCENE 
During the tim e .hat plans were being u- 
rniiged for their release. 
Finally, Henry

considerable effort, got in and were taken otr, 
safely, landing iu the back portion of town 
on the railroad embankment far below.
